But shall it be said that we have this same cold-blooded .U)n 
attitude toward the almost deliberate sacrifice cf human life

It has not been deliberate, up to the p resent, for none of 
us had clearly realized what was going on. 
W e have been 
careless and thoughtless, allowing p eop le to be killed who 
never should have been killed, and taking it as a sort of matter 
of course, regarding it as a great but unavoidable misfortune. 
But now that we are becoming acquainted with the lacts; 
now that we are coming to realize that a large p art of this ter- m? 
rible yearly tragedy is wholly unnecessary and easily avoid­ 
able; now that we do know that it has been a consequence of 
individual and collective carelessness— it certainly would be 
i.. deliberate sacrifice of human life if we p ermitted it to con­ 
tinue. 
Throughout the country men, women and children are 
rising to combat this national characteristic oi carelessness with 
resp ect to fire and its causes. 
T hey are driving home such sim 
p ie facts as that a carelessly tossed cigarette, an accumulation 
of rubbish, the thoughtless use of exp losives or the unwise 
storage of inflammables, each and all may be, and in thou­ 
sands up on thousands of instances each year are, the cause ol 
the most costly and destructive fires. 
To focus national attention up on the subject and thus 
achieve all the p rogress p ossible, next week has been desig­ 
nated Fire Prevention Week. 
St is a week during which each 
and every one of us should “p ut our house in order,” and 
adop t for the future such customs and p ractices as will afford 
each of us and all of us the maximum degree of p rotection 
against the starting ol a fire.

t us remember the truth of the old adage that “an ounce 
of p revention is worth a p ound of cure,“ and let us absorb all 
the information we can, and do everything we can, to dimin- 
i h and eventually eliminate this terrific annual loss which we 
now count in hundreds of millions ot dollars and thousands of 
human lives.
